Landis yesterday at La Crosse on 
notio nof the United States District 
Utorney Wolfe. 
Mr. Nagler, who was assistant 
ecretary of state in 
December, 


917, was indicted under the espion- 
ge act and was tried and convict- 
d at Eau Claire in July, 1918. 


Crownhart and Wylie and Judge 
urr W. Jones, now supreme court 
ustice, defended Nagler. 
An ap- 


eal was taken to the United States 
upremo court where in October, 
920, the United States 
attorney 


general confessed, that errors had 
jeen committed on the trial and 
equested that the case be reversed 
nd sent back for a new trial. When 
he case came up yesterday in La 
Crosse, United States District At- 
.orney Albert Wolfe moved to have 
he case dismissed and Judge Landis 
rat an end to the matter by enter- 
ng an order of dismissal. This is 
a complete vindication for Mr. Nag- 
er. 


The case was sensational from the 


start. It grew out of Nagler's re- 
'nsal to subscribe to the Y. M. C. 
A. drive. Nagler claimed that the 


overnment should take care of its 


soldiers directly and not shift the 
>urden to private organizations. He 
lad bought bonds and expressed his 
willingness to buy more and to pay 
taxes for the support of the army, 
>ut he did not beJieve in the Y. M. 
C. A. methods. Cyril Marks, a so- 
icitor for the Y. M. C. A., was the 
principal witness against 
Nagler 


and was later appointed as one of 
:he secret service men for the gov. 
ernment. 


Mr. Nagler was a friend of Sen- 


ator La Follette and had the sen- 
ator's picture in his office.

;ook exception to this, hot words 
were exchanged and out of the in- 
cident grew the arrest and trial of 
Nagler.

An hoar was taken in debate be- 


fore the final vote was taken. As- 
semblymen N. F. Lucas and F. J. 
Peterson led in the fight to.save the 
bill, with Assemblymen A. E. Ma- 
theson and J. B. French 'leading- &e 
university forces. 


"The Marquette people .have the 


cart, before the horse," said Mathe- 
son. "We should have a board that 
would pass on the course of studies 
and exempt all schools wherever 
they may be that fulfill certain re- 
quirements. I would pledge my sup- 
port to such a measure but this bill 
is attacking the proposition in Jin 
entirely wrong way."

had found himself in "perfect

Members of Body Explain Why 


Milwaukee Gas Rates 


Were Increased 
; 


BY FRED L. HOLMES. 


That legislation will probably be 


attempted which will limit the pro- 
fits of public utilities was indicated 
in the house today following an aft- 
ernoon of examining fhe members 
of the state railroad commission on 
the reasons for an increase of gas 
rates in Milwaukee. 


Assemblyman F. J. Peterson, Mil- 


waukee, said Friday that he would 
offer a bill under which a public util- 
ity earning 6 per cent on its physical 
valuation will not be permitted to 
ask for an increase of rates. Sec- 
ondly this bill will provide that in 
case a company earned over 8 per 
cent all above 8 per cert shall be 
turned into a sinking fund to be 
used in times of depression. 


"I do not know whether any move 


will be made to repeal the public 
utility law or change its personnel" 
said Assemblyman Peterson. 


It is known, however, that one of 


the bills offered by title last week 
by Mr. Peterson would permit of 
the repeal of the utility law or a 
change in the make up of the com- 
mission. 
There seems to be 
an 


opinion in the assembly today that 
no effort will be made to repeal the 
commission act. 
General satisfac- 


tion was expressed over the answers 
of the commission Thursday. 


This was the first time that a 


great state commission has 
ever 


>een called before the legislature to 
explain its acts. A. C. Umbreit, 
Milwaukee, acted as counsel for Mr. 
Peterson.- Commissioners Carl D. 
Jackson, Henry A. Trumbower and 
John S. Allen all gave testimony.

ering of engineers and students in 
the auditorium of the Engineering 
building of the 
university at' 11 


o'clock this, morning. 
Special em- 


phasis was laid on the 
problem 


confronting this country in formu- 
lating a program for developing the 
two and one-half million miles of 
highway which are 
necessary to 


properly connect the sections of the 
country already being developed and 
to aid in the development of virgin 
lands. 
This will include 
160,000 


miles of primary roads, or those 
paved so as to be usable every day 
of the year; 250,000 miles'of sec- 
ondary roads, to withstand heavy 
traffic and beusable throughout the 
year; and township or neighborhood 
roads branching to all sections. 


The Panama canal appears insig- 


nificant, so far as cost is concern- 
ed, when compared with the propos- 
ed improvement of the waterways 
of the St. Lawrence river connect- 
ing the great lakes with the ocean, 
which it is estimated will cost one 
and one-half 
billions. There 
are 


one billion dollars available for car- 
rying out the present highway pro- 
jrram for the coming year, and un- 
limited amounts will be available 
for this work in fhe future, accord- 
ing to Dean Marston. 


"The question of the development 


of motor trucks and the limitations 
which should be applied is one re- 
quiring due consideration," he said 
"The result from the use of certain 
of our highways by the heavy trucks 


was compared to that whicn would 
be obtained should heavy trains at- 
tempt to use tracks laid for light 
traffic.

trucks would be difficult of enforc 
ing, requiring adequate police force 
and suitable measuring and weigh 
ing devices. 


"To meet the demands in the fn 


ture, when definite program has re- 
sulted from coordination of all re- 
search work, will require a large 
number of highway engineers witV 
broad education. Not only should 
they be educated in the fundament- 
als of engineering and have prac- 
tical experience, but they should 
have a commercial and economic ed- 
ucation. 
Highway engineers may 


be considered as officials of the pub- 
lic and as such carry great respon- 
sibilities requiring the best _ possi- 
ble preparation and unquestionable 
intergity." 
Dean Marston expressed the opin- 


ion that graduate work should be 
offered in the colleges so as to fur- 
nish opportunity for study of the 
more advanced enginering probfcm- 
of highway construction. 


It is also his belief that highway 


railway and water1 transportation 
should be co-related into one sys 
tern, so that the principles of eco 
nomics may be applied to determim 
the most 
economical 
method o: 


transporting various commodities.

terrorism in Ireland were vividly 
described last night by Mrs. Mary 
McWhorter, national 
president of 


the ladies' auxiliary of the Ancient 
Order of Hibernians, who addressed 
an audience at the high school audi- 
torium last night. 


"Before starting out on a night 


of terrorism," said Mrs. McWhorter, 
"the Black and Tans, who have beer 
recruited from English prisons, and 
are for the most part tbe worst 
type of criminals, usually fill them- 
selves up with intoxicating li^ior. 
Then they begin their 'reprisals' as 
th€y call their inhuman murdering 
and pillaging." Mrs. McWhorter re- 
cently returned from a trip through 
Ireland. 


"British soldiers riding throngn 


the country in a motor lorry, have 
been seen to shoot a woman with a 
baby in her arms, this being their 
idea of sport," said Mrs. McWhor- 
ter.

burned to the ground and thousands 
of Irish people left homeless through 
the acts of these soldiers who are 
trying to terrorize the Irish into 
submission to English rule." 


Relating stories of the

British atrocities, Mrs. McWhorter 
said:

Finance Committee Orders 


Extra Help in Bill 


Drafting Office

Efforts to shorten the session ol 


the legislature were made by the 
joint finance committee today when 
it directed the appointment of ad- 
ditional help in the office of 
the 


bill drafting department so 
that 


those bi!!s that were introduced last 
week only by title may be put into 
form and introduced in both houses 
of the legislature. It is understood 
that early next week a resolution 
will be offered providing that all 
bills which have not boon introduc- 
ed and have been introduced by title 
shall be stricken from the record as 
if no measure had been offered. 


It is declared that over 500 bills 


have been introduced in legislature 
by titie in both houses pf'thc legis- 
lature. 
The bill drafting 
depart- 


ment expects to have all bills com- 
pleted in a few days. There are a 
number of legislators who have in- 
troduced bills by title without any 
specific information as to the na- 
ture of the bill which they intended 
to offer. It is these bills which will 
probably be stricken from the roll 
by th« resolution which is to be in- 
troduced early next week. 


The move to clean up bills of the 


legislature came as a result of a 
conference between Gov. Elaine and 
Assemblyman 
Wcittenhiller. 
The 


governor directe_d a letter to the as- 
semblyman asking that he 
take 


steps to have an additional appro- 
priating for drafting. 
This result- 


ed in the action of the finance com- 
mittee. 


There are many other indications 


that the work of the legislature is 
moving along rapidly. 
Over half 


of the bills which have been intro- 
duced have been given a hearing 
and there are upwards of 200 bills 
scheduled for bearmg during " tha 
coming week. The next week will 
be crucial to the legislature and will 
be marked by the address of Gov- 
ernor Elaine, Tuesday, and by comr 
mittee hearing on all important bills 
of the legislature during the week. 


The finance committee is well un- 


der way. 'Sen. Ray J. Nye, Super- 
ior, says that the 
committee is 


ahead of the committee two years 
ago and judged from the number 
of deficiency bills and appropriation 
measures that are'coming from the 
both houses the finance committee 
has its work well in hand. Follow- 
ing the reading of toe governor's 
measure it is understood that com- 
mittee will go to work on the gov-« 
ernor's program and the plan is ta 
push the work of the legislature 
with rapidity. 


There are many indications that 


the legislature does not intend to 
launch on any new projects. Com- 
mittee on education and public wel- 
fare of the_ senate has recommended 
for indefinite postponement the Nye 
bill appropriating $15,000 for com- 
munity council. This would be an 
extension of the work now carried 
on by a similar 
committee, in this 


community council work as an out- 
growth of war activities. The legis- 
lature howeVer, seems to be reluc- 
tant about granting new appropri- 
ations and it is believed that much 
of the building program presented 
nt this legislature will fail of pas- 
sage.

BRIGHAM CAMPED IN FRONT YARD 


OF STATE CAPITOL—YEARS AGO 


Quaint Story of Early Settler in Wisconsin Related by 


M. M. Quiafe; Goes Back to Days 


of 1828

It was a spacious domain which 


Ebenezor Brig-ham surveyed from 
the heipht of Blue Mound when he 
settled there in the spring <xf 1828. 
Blue Mound is itself the highest 
point in southern Wisconsin, the out- 
standing feature in tho landscape 
for SO miles around. 


When Bripham first pitched _ his 


tent here, his nearest white neigh- 
bor was at 
Dodgeville, some 24 


miles to the westward. 
On the 


southeast tho nearest house was at 
the Des Plaines river in the suburbs 
of modem Chicago. Eastward, Jac- 
ques Vieau and Solomon Joneau, at 
the mouth of the Milwaukee river, 
were the nearest noijJiibors, while 
northeast he must travel to Green 
Bay in order to find a civilized habi- 
tation. 


Brifrham was n New England 


Yankee who had come west to St. 
Louis in 1818. Brifrham first locat- 
ed a few miles south of Platbervilla, 
but the Winnebag'O soon forced him 
to abandon the site and retreat to 
Galena. The following spring ne lo. 
cated permanently 
at 
the 
Blue 


Mound, and thus became the first 
permanent settler of Dane county. 
There was no D-ane county then, of 
course, nor 
even 
any Wisconsin. 


Blue Mound was in Michigan terri- 
tory, and the territory of Wiscon- 
sin was not set up until after Brie- 
ham had become a resident of eight 
yours' standing. 


Brvgham was perhaps the first 


num of Angle-Saron lineage to dis- 
cover tho beauties of Madison. Late 
in 1S2S he made a journey to Fort 


W5nnebago, then bat newly estab- 
lished, and on his return camped 
over night near the eastern en- 
trance of modern Capitol park. 
Probably every traveler who has 
visited Madison since the night 
Brigtem 
encamped in 
the front 


dooryard of the future state capital 
has agreed with him as to the 
beauty of tine scene. Only recently 
a visitor from Texas declared Mad- 
ison the most beautiful city in the 
world. 


But 'between 1828 and 1520 lies a 
great gndf. Four years after Dane 
county jfained her first settler, the 
Black Hawk war broke put 
Brig- 
Itam's home was turned into a fort 
and 'blood was shed in its defense, 
for a party of three-score Sacs mas- 
sacred and mutilated two of the de- 
fenders in plain view of the fort 
Retribution 
slhortly overtook 
at 


least one of the murders. One of 
the men carried a heavy gold watch. 
A few days later Gen. Dodge's men 
in hot pursuit of the fleeing Sacs 
fciHed one of them on tlhe prairie a 
few miles out of Madison. On his 
body was found the watch, taken 
from the man who had been slain 
at Blue Mound. 


In the 33 years of his residence in 


lihe county Brignam had witnessed 
its transformation from a wilder- 
ness to a region of smiling farms 
dotted with villages, while the site 
of his temporary camping- ground 
of 1828 had become the capital of a 
thriving commonwealth. 


Unlike many pioneers, 
Brig-ham 


possessed qualities which enabled

him to bear a worthy slrare in this 
transformation. He was a member 
of the first territorial legislature of 
Wisconsin and years later a member 
of the first state legislature. He be- 
came prosperous and was able to 
jn've the first $1,000 toward 
the 


building of a church in Madison. 


In an account written in 1849, 


Horace Tenney describes 
Brigham 


as "a man of rare modesty and un- 
smHicd reputation," his 
straight 


form and elastic step showing tiat 
age set lightly upon him. 


Mr. Brig-ham d:ed in 1861, and 


was buried in beautiful Forest Hill 
cemetery at Madison, 
overlooking 


the town whose future tie had first 
predicted and then striven worthily 
to realize.

The unfortunate mothers of the state owe a debt to the 


other members of the senate state affaire committee who have 
joined in recommending the bill for passage. These senators are 
Oscar H. Morris, Henry Heist, Herman A. Bilgrien, Barney 
Moron, Julius Dennhardt and Charles Mulberger. 


WIDOWS AND ORPHANS 


H 


OW touching is the solicitude for WIDOWS and ORPHANS, 


which always crops out in such pathetic ways when ques- 


tions are up involving the big profits of public service corpora- 
tions. 


One would think that when the Wall street brokers start 


out to dirjpoae of a block of bonds of some public service concern, 
(for Baffin* which they are getting a big rake off) that the first 
places they canvass for subscriptions are the orphan asylums, 
and nert the old ladies' homes. 
• 


At yesterday's interpellation of the railroad commission, to 


learn why gas rates have been ordered raised in Milwaukee, it 
came out that solititnde for the interests of the poor widows 
and orphans who have, or may have stock or bonds in the Mil- 
waukee gas and light company played its part. But they can- 
not be Wisconsin widows or orphans, for it also came out that 
the money to finance the gas corporation came mainly from New 
York and New Jersey. 


The principal points sought to be established by Mr. Um- 


brelt were, that It Is after CHEAPENING the QUALITY of the 
gas, in pursuance, of the consent of the commission, the price 
is increased, that the increase will enable the company to earn 
more than seven and a half per cent on its investment, and that 
in view of the large profits which the concern has been making 
for a long term of years, no increase at all in rates is justified 
at the present time. 


A pertinent question asked by Mr. Untbreit was: "Why 


did the commission fail for THREE AND A HALF YEARS to 
take action, or give a hearing, to the people who wanted better 
gas and LOWER prices, and yet found time in FOUR MONTHS 
to act favorably on the gas company's request for HIGHER 
rates?" 


Mr. Umbreit argued with much force that the high profits 


of former years should have been considered in dealing with the 
request for higher rates now. 


There really seems to be no satisfactory reply unless it be 


that the state must be liberal with the poor widows and orphans 
back of the Milwaukee Gas Company.

THE LAW SCHOOL QUESTION. 
To the Editor of The Capital Times: 


Bill 58A, which comes before tht 


assembly for a motion to roconsidei 
the vote by which it was ordered en- 
grossed, is of peculiar interest to 
(.he bar and citizens of the state. It 
proposes to repeal subdivision 1 of 
section 2586, under which graduates 
of the university law school are ad- 
mitted to the bar without an addi- 
tional examination of the state board 
of bar examiners. Similar bills were 
introduced in the assembly at the 
sessions'of 1913, 1915, 1917, 1919, 
and killed by the assembly on the re- 
commendation of the judiciary com- 
mittee. 


Under the provisions of the stat- 


ute which has been in force since 
1870 the graduates of the university 
law school have come to the bar for 
. 


over 50 years. No question is raised j are 


school is a university school in fact 
as well as in name, and the courses 
in law are closely correlated with 
the advanced courses in economics, 
history, political science and philos- 
ophy in the university. No objection 
has been made to the present law 
except by the faculty and students 
of Marquette university law school, 
a private institution organized in 
Milwaukee some 10 years ago. Their 
charge of special privilege will not 
stand unless we are prepared to say 
that every act of the state which 
curtails or competes with private 
enterprise is a special privilege.

The school has kept abreast and 


frequently in advance of the best 
in legal education. The university 
school was a pioneer in establishing 
a three year course in the .west. It 
was the first state law school in the 
United States, and the first law 
school west of the Alkghanies, ex- 
cept the University of Chicago, to 
require two years of college training 
as a prerequisite to entry into the 
school as a candidate for the de- 
gree, a requirement that has been 
adopted by all first grade law schools 
in the United States. This rule was 
adopted 11 years before the Ameri- 
can Bar association in 1918 unanim- 
ously adopted a resolution approving 
of such requirement and expressing 
the belief that no school could be 
regarded as: first class that did not 
adopt such a requirement as a min- 
imum. 


The university school i has 
gone 


further than any other law school in 
its present requirement adopted in 
1916 by which its graduates are re- 
quired to serve an apprenticeship of 
at least six months in a law office 
in addition to 
the 
completion of 


three years of residence study before 
receiving its degree. Its courses 
occupy 62 hours per week as against 
30 hours a week in 1901. Its fac- 
ulty ia composed of .men of long x- 
penence in teachifig, who .devote 
th*ir entire time to the school. The 


bbe present law, since the univer- 
sity school requires two and a half 
years more in preparation under su- 
•>ervisiion than is required under the 
rules goVerning bar exaoniners. 


The university course in law in- 


volves written exaiminiaticms on not 
less than 300 qu'estions in addition 
oo the daily class discussions, and 
the preparation of numier.oius briefs 
and legal dkJctmronts, .while the bar 
examiners require written answers 
to about 75 questions srjjyplemented 
by a brief osal examination. Less 
than 40 per cent of the students en- 
tering the school receive the de- 
gree. A lasge proportion of tihe 80 
per cent wiho do not finish the coarse 
fail to do so by reason of their fail- 
ure to carry flho work successfully. 
In view of those facts is it likely 
tihat the present rule lowers stand- 
ards? 


What assurance that the present 


standards can be maintained of the 
present incemtives to longer study 
be taken away? In what respect 
wffl the proposed bill help the Mar- 
quette school that at present lacks 
the standards and equipment of the 
university school. 


The bar and the public and the 


university are not hostile to Mar- 
quotte,' but tihey may be pardoned 
for not acceding to the demand em- 
bodied in their bill, Hat not only 
will advance tbe standards for ad- 
mission to the bar, bat which will 
undoubtedly lower them.
